CHURCH LEFT TO TOURISTS 


Death of Builder Deprived English Vil- 


lage of Contemplated House of 


Worship. 


There IB a curious history regarding 


an unfinished church which stands at 
Hassall, near Sandbach, England. A 
former resident at the local hall, a 
Mr. Lowndes, painfully conscious of 
the lack of provision lor the spiritual 
wants of the people in the neighbor- 
hood determined to build a church at 
his own expense. 
After 
carefully 


choosing a site, he gave instructions 
for the erection of a structure in the 
modern style capable of seating 400 
or 500 persons. Work on it was begun 
in the summer of 1836, and was push- 
ed on steadily till the day on which 
Queen Victoria was crowned, by which 
time the building was well advanced. 
The crypts, about ten in number, had 
been put in, the walls and roofs were 
complete, and the scantlings for the 
floor were fixed. Indeed, partly in 
consequence of the national rejoicings, 
and partly to celebrate the progress 
which had been made, the building 
was smothered in flags and decora- 
tions, and was the center of the local 
festivities. 
Next day Mr. Lowndes 


was seized with an illness which quick- 
ly proved fatal, and with his passing 
all work on the church ceased. Though 
the building could have been finished 
at comparatively small cost, it was 
abandoned; and it has not been used 
since, except "by tourists, whose names 
"hallow and adorn it/' as Mark Twain 
said of those on the ruins of Cain's 
Altar, by the thousand.—Wide World 
Magazine.

variation in the quantity of air pro- 
pelled through the instrument by the 
pulsations of the nesk.
